Eighty Drowned on Bridge. 


DISASTER DUE TO OVER-CROWDING OF 
SUPERSTRUCTURE WITH MATERIALS, 


Quebec, Aug. 20.—The immense new; ton are visitin 


$10,000,000 steel bridge which was in 
course of construction across the St. 
Lawrence’ River at Levis, two miles 
above the City of Quebec, collapsed 
late this afternoon, carrying down 95 
workmen, mostly steel workers and 
riveters, 

The collapse of the immense struc-~ 
ture, with the great loss of life it en- 
tailed, has caused the greatest excite- 
ment here aud at Levis, and it is diffi- 
cult to get correct details. It is 
thought that the loss of life will ex- 
ceed 70. Ten bodies haye been recoy- 
ered 10 badly wounded men were 
picked up in the river, and there are 
70 missing, all of whom are, no doubt, 
drowned. The bridge which is being 
constructed by the Phoenixville 
Bridge Company of Philadelphia, was 
begun about seven years ago, and ~ as 
expected to be finished in 1909, The 
estimated cost of the bridge was $10, 
000,000, most of which was subscribed 
by the Federal Government, Provin- 
cial Government and City of Quebec.

SIX KILLED AND MORE THAN TWENTY 
INJURED, 

Orangeville, Sept. 3.—Five passeng- 

er cars of a special Canadian Pacific 


') passenger train from Markdale to To- 


ronto are in the ditch near Caledon. 

The following details of the accident 
were secured by long distance tele- 
phone from Orangeville: 

The terrible accident has just oc- 
curred at Caledon, about twelve miles 
north of here, in which it is known 
that six people have been killed and a 
number injured, The number of those 
injured is not known, but it is report- 
ed to be large. The accident occurred 
to a special passenger train carrying 
Exhibition visitors, which left. Owen 
Sound in advance of the regular morn- 
ing passenger train, Near Caledon 
station the train of*seyven cars filled 
With Exhibition passengers left the 
rails and plunged down a deep em- 
bankment. ‘The brunt of the accident 
fell on the smoking car, out of which 
six dead bodies were taken, The re- 
maining six cars were badly smashed, 
and it is a wonder the number of dead 
was not greater,

Orange Ice.—Use six oranges, two 
lemons, one pint of sugar, and two 
quarts of boiling water. Boil water and 
sugar together, skim, add-orange juice 
and strain. When it begins to freeze 
4dG one cup of cream. 

Chocolate Pie.—To two tablespoonfuls 
of flour add three-fourths cup of sugar; 
mix thoroughly and gradually add one 
cup.of water and butter size of an egg. 
Boil and stir until it becomes a smooth 
paste.

Sprinkle over one cup of chopped al- 
monds. When baked sprinkle with 
powdered sugar. 

Sour Cream Cake.—To one cup of 
sugar add one cup of rich sour cream, 
two egus, one and a half cups of flour, 
one even teaspoon of soda, one-half cup 
chopped raisins, one teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoonful of 
ground cloves, one-fourth teaspoonful of 
nutmeg, and a pinch of salt. Put all the 
ingredients in» mixing bowl, in order 
named, and beat five minutes, Buke in 
lcaf or in layers.

DOMESTIC HINTS. 


Always keep carbonate of soda in the 
house. For burns and scalds it is an 
excellent remedy. ‘The surface of the 
burn should be covered with it, either 
dry or just damped. It relieves the pain’ 
caused by the bites or stings of insects, 
A small saltspoonful in half a tumbler 
of water will relieve hearlburn and in- 
digestion, and if taken with tepid water 
last thing at night will frequently in@uce 
Sleep in restless persons. 

When washing a new blanket for the 
first time, begin by soaking it for twelve 
hours in céld water, then rinse in clear 
water. This will remove the sulphur 
used in the bleaching. After this wash 
the blanket ina lukewarm: lather made 
of boiled soap and water. Rinse well in 
clear water, shake thoroughly, and hang 
oul to dry. : 

Cake tins, patty tins, etec., are easily 
cleaned by boiling. Put them in a sauce- 
pan with some soap extract and water, 
boil them for about an hour, and they 
will be found clean and new-looking. 
Soap and soda or borax may be used 
instead of soap extract, if preferred. 

Certain lamps, irrespective of the 

amount of care bestowed upon them in 
4the way of cleaning, always seem to 
burn dimly. This may be remedied by 
dropping small pieces of camphor into 
the bowl with the oil.

Weare glad, indeed, to 
be able to say from experience strang- 
ers get a welcome, and are hospitably 
entertained, Dxceptions occur some 
timess Citizens do not get drunk, we 
uretoo respectable, Hotels and liquor 
stores are only kept for outsiders. 
Besides hotels I ‘notice pool rooms.

If one is the har- 
bour of the drunkard, is not the other 
a shadow of the gambler and his eyil 
den. One is rather surprised the 
hotels don’t kick on that.

As said before the town has its 
churches and pays well for its spiritu- 
ality. There is certainly plenty of 
variety. Pastors and people get along 
very well together, but I wonder if 
the man Jesus of Nazareth came on 
the earth whether he would stand and 
preach the 11th chapter of St. Luke’s 
Gospel to us, What about the promi- 
nent Christiansinthe churches, ‘“Ex- 
ample,” * Influence.” Maybe as the 
flock stands prominent on the hillside 
of the pasture we get a reflection of 
the character ot the shepherds. I.once 
heard the old saying that the foot- 
prints of the Man of Galilee were 
made larger by the tread of Hisfollow- 
ers. It is certainly recorded, “They 
testified they had been with Him.” 
Is there a redeeming feature? Well, 
Bancroft has good stores, railway, 
good business prospects, modern light

WOMAN THE BURDEN BEARER. 


Korea has been under the suzerainty 
of China from earliest times, except for 
a brief period between 1692 and 1698, 
when it was under Japanese protection, 
until 1876, when Japan signed a treaty 
recognizing it as an independent nation. 

The burdens of life fall more heavily 

upon the women of Korea than in most 
countries, even in the Orient. Indeed, 
it would be difficult fo point to any na- 
tion where the lol of woman is more 
completely unenviablo than in Korea. 
The male Korean, except in the highest 
classes, regards his wife as the burden 
bearer of the family. 
Curiously enough, hosvever, the male

That there Will always, be a demand 
ter good -pork fs unquestionable, For 
wconomy, both to the buyer and seller, 
‘there is no meat which surpasses pork, 
ls fine flavor and Xhe small ratio pf 
svaste in ‘the hog commend it to lovers 
ef meat in spite of the ancient preju- 
lice respecting swine's flesh, 

When pigs are fed milk freely, corn- 
jreal may be fed as the grain ration, 
faving one pound of meal to each eight 
ycunds of mik. Ground oals or wheal 
niddlings are also excellent for pigs, 
fod in same relation to milk, The selec- 
fion should depend partly upon costs. 
‘As the pigs grow older, the proportion 
of grain to milk may be gradually in- 
eroased, The total food daily must be 
determined by the appetite and condi 
tion of the animals,  Efther sweet or 
sour milk may be fed to younger pigs. 

There are many kinds of improyident 
feeding. In the first place, all feeding 
(or arable farms is improvident which 
keeps "the animals standing still at any 
period of development, All feeding Js 
improvident, because inconsiderate, 
which gives the animals a badly bal- 
unced ration, All feeding on the form 
is improvident that places before ani- 
‘mals ill-eured fodder that ought to have 
boen well cured, All. feeding is im- 
provident ‘that places food before an- 
‘mals in such a way that much of it is 
Lliable to be left uneaten, and all feeding 
is improvident which forces tho anim 
along so rapidly or which tries to force 
Kt thus, «so that much food is wasted 
because it is not fully utilized in the 
feeding process.

MUSLIN STABLE WINDOWS. 


lion for Cattle. 


The experiment of using muslin cur. 
fains in place “of window glass, which 
has proved so successful in poullry | 
houses all over the country, is now be 
ing extended to dairy barns. 

Experiments have ‘shown that even 
in the coldest weather the temperature 
of the stable js lowered only two or 
three degrees by the use of these cur- 
fain windows, while the barns actually 
have seemed very much warmer, This 
result is due to the fact that the air 
is kepL dry. 

Where this plan has been adopted = 
the cattle have shown less evidence of 
Suffering from the cold, and the av/end- 
ants have admitted that the barns have 
been mere comfortable places in which — 
lo work than when the glass windows 
were in use. It is the excess of mois- 
ture in the air which causes the feeling 
of dampness and chill which prevails: 
in many dairy barns. Although the

Of the thousands of priests three- 
fourths are Tibetans, and nearly all the 
others are Mongols, with just a sprink- 
ling of Chinese. 4

often have snow white hair and are held 
in much respect. Nearly all of them 
shave their heads, preserving only the 
scalp lock, and wear no beards, 

Thelr coarse yellow undershirls are 
covered by a red robe coming down to 
their feet, but leaving one’ arm and 
shoulder bare, so thal they have a little

they are belted around the waist. No 
hose are permilted.— Furs are strictly 
ferbidden, and the priests have to inure 
themselves to the rigors of Winter with 
elcthing that is really inadequate.

"MANY BAREHEADED, 


The lower priests are always bare- 
headed, but the higher lamas have a 
head covering. One would think there 
was no water in Kumbum for washing 
purposes, for all the priests without ex- 
ception are encrusted with dirt, and 
their dingy visages contrast strongly 
wilh the prevailing whiteness of the 
walls and houses, 

Kumbum is really « small cily cover- 
ing a large area, with many temples, 
private chapels, halls of instruction, de- 
pesitories of sacred literature and dwell- 
ings. The poorest lamas are herded to- 
gether in living rooms provided by the 
monastery, but they must pay a small 
fee for their accommodations, e 

Their more forlttwnate brethren live in 
a quarter by themselves, where the 
dwellings they erect are surrounded by 
a wall that completely hides them, The 
one-storey houses, very badly lighted 
and ventilated, hold from five to twenty 
priests, who are joint owners. Nol a 
few of them are assisted by the families 
from which they sprang to pay for the 
roofs that shelter them and to buy con- 
veniences and-comforts that are mean 
enough at best. s 
"The Jamas in higher station have bet- 
ter dwellings with little gardens; and 
lamas of the first rank live in beautiful 
houses with windows and many other 
comforts, decorated walls and not a few 
of the luxuries of life; and the highest of 
ali, the ruler of the monaslery, who is 
ene of the many incarnations of Buddha, 
lives in a small palace and has his re- 
ception room, his secretaries, and is 
really so great a personage that most 
of the priests see him only at the su- 
preme functions, 

The lower priests who compose the 
great mass of the inmates are called 
Jamas only by courtesy. The monastery 
contributes nothing whatever to their 
material needs. They must provide their 
own shelter, food and clothing.

|ANTI-TOXIN FOR FATIGUE 


ABILITY TO RESIST FATIGUE CAN 
BE INCREASED, 
Experiments Made With Mice—Give 
Shoot Poriods of Work to 
Child. 

In a paper by Professor Burnham, 
read by Dr. Gulick, of New York, lo 


the International Congress on School 
Hygiene, the professor said that with- 
in cerlain limits the ability to resist 
fatigue can be increased. It was ap- 
parently proved that toxic produels re- 
sulling from the functional actiyily of 
the muscles are the chief cause of f[a- 
‘igue, says the London Daily Express. 

“Thus, when the blood Of a tired dog 
was injected into the veins of a nor- 
mal one,” says the professor, “the lat- 
ter showed symptoms of fatigue.” Nor 
is this all. There are certain things, 
the professor stated, that act as an 
ianiidota to fatigue, and MWeichardt 
xiaims lo have isolated the fatigue tox- 
in, and to have producedean anti-toxin 
din the usual manner, 


EXPERIMENTS WITH MICE. 


The anti-toxin may not only be pro- 
duced artificially, but is produced dur- 
img normal functional aclivily. When 
moderate quantilies of the producis of

velop immunity to fatigue. 

Experiments with mice haye proved 
‘this. While a mouse that is given a 
‘lerga dose of the toxin shows decreas- 
ed ability to work, and soon dies, mice 
which beforehand have been rendered 
immune by treatment wilh the anti- 
toxin of fatigue may be given a largo 
ulcse of the toxin, and yet continue lo 
work wilh unabated efficiency. 


SMALL DOSES GOOD, 


It is much the same with men and 
women, the professor started. Small 
doses of anti-fatigue toxin have stimu- 
lated them to work, and rendered them 
‘lemporarily fatigue-proof. Largo doses, 
hevwever, decrease the ability to work, 
and may do permanent injury. 

“The way to develop power to resist 
fatigue in children,” says the profes- 
sor, is by short periods of intense 
work, followed by periods of rest. Pro- 
longed periods of work should be look- 
ed upon with grave suspicion as likely 
jo injure permanently the abilily to 
work.” 

Prfessor Burnham quoted authori- 
lies to show that physical energy is at

Beef Omelet.—One and _ one-half 
pounds of round steak ground, two egus, 
, one-fourth cupful of milk, two slices of 
bread crumpbed, salt and pepper to taste. 

Tomato Fritters.—Pare ripe tomatoss, 
chop fine, season with salt and pepper 
und stir in flour containing a teaspoon- 
fw’ of soda, to make a thin baiter. Drop 
in spognfuls in hot fat, brown and serve 
at once. 

Cheese Salad.—Grate one-half pound 
of cheese, mix with enough cream to 
bind together, shape into small balls and 
arrange for individual serving on crisp 
lettuce leaves. Garnish with diced celery 
and rings cul from hard-boiled eggs, and 
dress with mayonnaise, 

Stuffed Peppers.—Minced shrimps and 
bread crumbs in equal parts, Worces- 
lershire sauce, lemon juice, anchovy 
Sauce, sall, pepper, and bulter to taste. 
Miy all fo a smooth paste and stuff into 
clean peppers. Strew the top with bread 
crumbs and butter. Bake to a light 
brown in a quick oven, place a poached 
egg on top, and serve at once. 

Grape Fritters.—One heaping cupful of 
flour, yolks of two eggs, lwo tablespoon- 
fuls of salad oils or melted butter, pinch 
of spice and salt, one cupful of water. 


USEFUL HINTS, 

Make potatoes look white and floury 
by boiling in as little water as possible, 
Strain, and take at once to an open 
dcor. Give the potatoes a Vigorous shake 


in tho saucepan, and let it remain un- 
caver 


minutes before serving. 
Furniture needs cleaning as much as 
other woodwork, It may be washed 
with warm soapsuds quickly, wiped 
dry, and {hen rubbed with on oily cloth. 
To polish it rub with rotlen-stone and 
Sweet oil. Clean off the oil, and polish 
with chamois skin.
